CHEAP OIL PAINTINGS. 


Ordinary Operative* In (ho Factories 


Can Horn $2.60 it Day (or 


Spoiling; Camvan. 


"The 
current 
newspaper 
yarns 


about cheap oil-painting factories are 
mostly fakes," said a down-town pic- 
ture and frame dealer. "The things 
are not mode in lofts, where gangs of 
workmen fill in skies and background? 
on endless strips of canvas—that ex- 
ists only in the imagination of report- 
ers. 
Most of them are done by Ital- 


ians on the East side in New York. They 
work in their living rooms, and most 
of the painters have several half-grown 
children as assistants. The wholesale 
dealers have a number of such artists 
MI their books, and agree to take all 
they can do, the firm supplying the 
cam as bxit not the paints. Of course 
the pictures are done rapidly. An ex- 
pert will range six or eight, canvases 
on a shelf that is used, in at end of an 
easel, and generally has a colored print 
tacked up abo\e as a copy. Then ha 
proceeds to rapidly block in the sub- 
ject. A favorite scene is a mountain 
lake with a ruined temple In the fore- 
ground. He will indicate the lake, the 
sky and the mountains without at- 
tempting any details, nnd pass on to 
the next canvas. 
By the time he Is 


through with the last one the paint on 
the first is dry, and he proceeds in the 
same order with the trees, clouds and 
temple. Meanwhile Ms helper is put- 
ting in all the small accessories, and 
by the time daylight wanes the row 
will be done. By this system of work- 
ing the artist does not have to be con- 
tinually changing his brushes, and he 
loses no time in waiting on the drying 
Df pigment. We sell such a picture as 
he would turn out at about two dollars, 
Including frame, Ihe net cost of the 
janvas to the dealer being in the 
neighborhood of 90 cents. The work- 
man gets 40 cents apiece for his paint- 
ings, nnd most of them average $2.50 a 
day, year in and year out. I know 
Dne man who makes jnst double that 
imount.but he has two clever children. 
\s'you may see, some of the pictures 
are by no means devoid of merit, in 
spite of their slap-dash handling. In 
fact, a good many of the 40-eent art- 
sts occupy their leisure in doing art- 
fctic things which thoy may or may 
lot be able to sell. The others bring 
n a steady income and keep the pot 
ooiling."—N. O. Times-Democrat.

in mill and foundry. In the course of 
his observations he used the following 
language: 


"Tha American artisan earns more 


wages than our own, but he does more 
work, and thus often produces at a 
cheaper cost, and it must be obvious 
that if we are to maintain our posi 
tion one ot the greatest needs of this 
country is that it shall he able to gel 
au honest day's labor for au honest 
day's pay." 


Just before expressing the above con' 


viction Mr. Dixon had observed : 


"Just as our own men, generally 


speaking, are bent on doing as little 
as possible in a given time, tho Ameri- 
can workman is bent on doing as much 
as possible." 


This is a comparison very flattering 


to American labor, and wa are gla< 
to believe that the compliment it con 
tains is not altogether undeserved; auc 
yet we fear that it ii not entirely jua 
to British labor. There are very sub- 
stantial reasons why American artisan 
should take so large an interest in 
their work and, BO to speak, "stud;

some readers will be ready to exclaim. 


There is this difference, however, be- 


tween a nut and a sun box, that the 
Former is a fixture, unless a bush fire 
or a hurricane comes along-, wbCreeso 
sun box should be constructed an s 
pivot, or, falling that, on wheels, sc 
that its front may be readily turned 
away from the wind. The reason is 
thnt while fresh, pure air and sunlight 
mean renewed health to the consump- 
tive patient, the wind is injurious. 


If jou have no sun boxes, the patient 


must be taken indoors whenever the 
wind blows, but, given your sue box: tc 
present its back to the wind, no mattci 
what quarter it conies from, and the 
patient may remain in it all day. 


In each of these boxes two or three 


patients nre placed on mattresses, toad 
there, they lie all day long and drink in 
the pure mountain air. If they are weali 
their food is taken to them, otherwise 
they get it in the home.

Even so 
long1 ago as 1680 t£e law of libel was 
such aa to be characterized by Judge 
Scroggs as making any newspaper pub- 
lication illegal and tending to provoke 
a breach of the peace. 


Defoe, tho author of "Kobinson 


Crusoe," was oae of the early journal- 
ists, his paper being called the Review. 
Than there was Tutchin, whose weekly 
publication, the Observer, cost, accord- 
ing to evidence he gave in a court of 
Justice, half a guinea to print, thongh 
the typesetter 0rideiitly raised his price 
to 20 shillings. The Observer had a cer- 
tified circulation of 260 copies. 


Afterward there came the Grants, 


Steele, Additon and Johnson, who 
might have lived in the vicinity of 
Orubb street, but were court favorites 
for all that. 


The Times employed the first foreign 


correspondent in the person of Henry 
Crabb Kobingon, and succeeded in 
"scooping" the government itself in the 
news of the battle of Waterloo.

gentleman from Springfield. 
These 


gentlemen have been interviewing the 
Decatur 
merchants with 
what is 


described as a tempting proposition. 
It is that 12 to 16 grocers each take 
stock to the amount of $100 in the 
National company, the money to be 
u,icd in establishing a distributing os- 
talbishment in Decatur—the erection 
of tanks and office building—tho local 
stockholders to receive dividends on 
the investment, and have a personal 
interest iu tho affairs of the National. 
It is proposed to g^ve good service and 
furnish oil at lowest possible figures, 
which declaration is taken to mean 
that the wholesale price to grocers 
will bo less than the price exacted by 
the Standard company. It was stated 
today that the National people had 
induced about a dozen Deoatur grocers 
to take stock iu the company, and 
those who look with favor upon tho 
new scheme say it will not bo long 
until National oil will be sold in De- 
catur.
